If the fat is hard, let it stand in 
a warm room so that it will be 
easier to cream, and if it is very 
hard, rinse out the mixing bowl 
with hot water and dry it, in order 
that it will help melt the shorten- 
ing. Your cake will also have a 
much finer texture if you warm the 
batfer only slightly; never melt it. 

Flour should always be sifted 
once before measuring. If you 
don’t, you are going to find that 
you use too much, and a stiff solid 
cake will result. Sift the flour 
again with the soda and salt so 
that they will be well mixed to- 
gether. 

After the cake has been all 
mixed and placed in the pan, lift 
each pan from four to six inches 
above the, table and let it drop, 
The jar wi break any large bub- 
bles that may have been, left in the 
batter. Do not be afraid to drop 
your cake. It will help it rather 
than hurt it. 

I hope you have an oven ther- 
mometer, or an oven with an ac- 
curate regulator attached. It is 
absglutely impossible to test an 
oven accurately by any other 
means. .We bake this cake at a 
degree of 350 Fahrenhgit.

HRISTOPHER 
C sought a water 
America to the Pacific Ocean. 
He failed. So, ‘too, did Hudson, 
. Champlain, and others. Not until the 
~ vear 1925 has the American continent 
at its widest extent been crossed by 
boat, and the credit goes to'a’ small 
craft—an eighteen-foot boat not much 
Jarger than one uses on an unexciting 
fishing expedition, and, powered with 
two-of the same popular outboard 
motors which putt-putt on thousands 
of our lakestand rivers. 


The long jaunt of 5,280 miles was 
made by three Los Angeles men— 
Captain John Edwin Hoag, writer; 
Frank Wilton, News Reel photograph- 
er, and Val Woodbury, business man 
and former naval officer. With the 
true grit which marks the affairs of 
all adventurers, they flaunted from 
the bow of their craft this slogan, 
“Hell, Heaven or Hoboken.” The 
boat itself was christened the “Trans- 
continental,” and was lowered ‘into the 
Columbla River at Astoria, Oregon, 
for the start of its record-making 
trip,on May 20, Qn Sunday after- 
noon, October 4, it was docked in 
New York City after successfully 
completing the longest voyage ever 
completed in fresh water, 

Every bit of the journey, with the 
exception of four hundred miles over 
the Continental Divide, was made on 
water. The trip was not without its 
mishaps and adventures, but these 
were borne without complaint from 
“Captain” Hoag, Wilton, Woodbury, 
or their dog, “Spy-Wapato,” who also 
accompanied the expedition: 
aThe “Transcontinental” was con- 
structed especially for the attempt to 
cross the.continent. In spite of the 
fact that.a three-foot flood stage of 
water was encountered in the Colum- 
bia River, the boat was driven up 
that stream for 218 miles—or from 
the mouth of the river at the Pacific 
Ocean up to Celilo Falls, Washington. 
Over this fortion of the journey 
many swift and dangerous sapids 
were successfully negotiated. 

One of the closest “squeaks” the 
three men confessed experiencing oc- 
curred at this time. While they were 
cruising at a fair speed, there was a 
sudden bump, and all were thrown to| finally entering the Mississippi. 
the bottom of the boat. When they After a 
arose, they found their craft almost] as far as 
split into two parts. They had rammed 
a derelict log. Aiter considerable 
difficulty, they managed to drift to 
shore and set to work at the task of 
tepairing their battered craft. 

But despite this experience, Wilton, 
Hoag and Woodbury did not discon- 
tinue their eastward journey until an 
sighteen-foot waterfall absolutely 
nlocked further progress. At Celilo 
Falls the boat was *pulled out of the 
water, loaded into a box car and

by fire a year ago, is rapidly 
nearing completion on the famous 
Monterey Peninsular and, aceord- 
ing to the present plans, the grand 
opening will be held on <Aprii 
15, 1926. y 

The new hotel Del Monte wiil 
bé one of the most beautiful hos- 
telries in the United States, with 
every modern feature embodied in 
the building. It has been so des- 
signed that each room. will re- 
ceive an abundance of sunshine 
during practically the entire day 
It will be of white cement with 
a heavy tile roof. 

In the main building
